STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Candia in the County of 
Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


‘You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Candia on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


ArT. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priation of the same. 


Art. 3. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for Memorial day. 


Art. 4. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise for Old Home Day. 

Art. 5. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise for Smyth Public Library. 

Art. 6. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for roads and bridges, including general expenses. 

Art. %. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise as recommended by the New Hampshire Highway Dept. 

Art. 8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
‘sum of money sufficient to maintain the street lights for the 
ensuing year. 
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Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount 
on early payment of taxes, and if so, to fix the time and rate. 


ArT. 10. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to sign a new note for $9500 to renew the note 
dated November 5, 1932, in favor of the Hillsborough County 
Savings Bank. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to negotiate temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes. 


ArT. 12. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of two hundred dollars ($200.00) for white pine blister 
rust control to be spent in co-operation with the State Forestry 
Department. 


Art. 13. ‘To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of two hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00) to be used for 
the maintenance of fire apparatus and equipment of the 
Candia Firemen’s Association, Inc. The money to be expended 
under the direction of said Firemen’s Association. 


Art. 14. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by the 
Town through tax collector’s deed. 


Art. 15. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to negotiate for the purchase of the field land adjourning on 
the east and north the land occupied by the Town Hall. 


Art. 16. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue cer- 
tain portions of the Town highway known as the south side 
trunk line between Auburn and Raymond, the use of such 
portions of highway being no longer required by reason of the 
relocation of said highway in the course of the reconstruction 
of same, and to authorize the selectmen to petition the Supe- 
rior Court for its consent to such discontinuance if such pro- 
cedure is necessary and to do all other things necessary in 
connection therewith.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Or THE SMyTH PuBLic Liprary, ToGETHER WITH 
THAT OF THE TREASURER OF THE ASSOCIATION FOR 1932 


Our library was moved to its new quarters and opened to 
the public on Saturday, November 12, 1932. This beautiful 
building, furnished complete with every necessary equipment 
and so skillfully and intelligently designed as to meet all the 
requirements of our library needs, is the gift of Mrs. Marion 
C. Smyth, widow of ex-Governor Frederick Smyth, founder of 
the Smyth Public Library of this town. 


This library, unlike those in most of the towns in the state, 
is managed and controlled by a Board of Trustees originally 
selected by ex-Governor Smyth in 1888. The board consists 
of seven members and is incorporated under the laws of the 
state. Vacancies are filled by appointment by the other mem- 
bers of the board. 


The Board, as constituted today, consists of the following 
members: George F. Cass, originally selected by ex-Governor 
Smyth in 1888, John H. Foster appointed in 1901, Benjamin 
F, Lang 1906, Ransom R. Champlin 1912, Ernest S. Colcord 
1918, Paul E. Sargeant 1924, Roger C. Brown 1925. 


Before moving to our new quarters it was thought best to 
thoroughly overhaul the books and put them into the best pos- 
sible shape, so that they should appear to better advantage in 
so fine a building. This necessitated an immense amount of 
work, as every one of the nearly six thousand volumes had to 
be handled over many times in the process of cleaning, re- 
pairing and shellacing the books.

Acting upon the advice of Miss Dorothy Annable of the 
State Library Commission, several hundred yolumes were dis- 
carded. The books were then classified under the Dewey 
Decimal System. In the labor thus involved the experience 
and skill in office work of our assistant librarian, Miss Eliza- 
beth Peterson, was of very great value to us, 


The library now contains 5625 volumes. The past year we 
had 134 registered borrowers and they took out 6934 books 
and 774 periodicals or a total circulation of 7708, which is 
more than twice that of the year before. Eighty-seven per 
cent of the books taken out are works of fiction. 


We are indebted to Mrs. Marion C. Smyth for a valuable 
collection of books including a complete set of the Harvard 
classics. Other donations have been received from Mrs. Helen 
Phillips, Charles Sumner Smith, Miss Rena Stone and Miss 
Anna Hollander. 


An effort will be made during the coming year to provide 
the library with a card catalogue. 


The Library is open every Saturday afternoon from 2 until 
7 and is free to all residents of the town.
